When  winter  approached  we  are  care 
fnl  to  snppty  ouret-Wee  with  additional 
clothing,  and  our  domeetic  auimaU  with 
additional  protection.  Nature  and  oom- 
mon  aeoae  teaches  a*  to  do  this  without 
waiting  for  experience  to  do  it.  The  lat¬ 
ter,  however,  has  had  to  teach  ua  that 
\  fruit  and  winter  grain  and  graae  also 
^nocd  protection  daring  winter  in  rigor- 
on*  dines.  A  few  years  ago,  compera- 
tirelr,  our  tillable  land*  were  trarrounded 
oy  forest-,  which  furnished  the  needed 
protection,  and  such  a  thing  a*  wheat 
freezing  out  was  searoely  heard  of.  But 
the  idea  of  protection  being  needed  did 
not  enter  oar  father'*  brains.  To  them 
tb«  form*'  wrro  the  great  obstacle  to 
agriculture.  and  their  speedy  removal 
wad  the  tirst  object  to  be  accomplished. 

Thi»demolition  haa  continued  until  the 
raising  of  winter  grain  has  become  s 
very  precarious  business,  snd  we  are 
learning  by  bitter  experience  that  fores  s 
were  useful  for  other  purposes  than 
furnishing  fuel  and  protection  to  wild 


The  beneficial  influence  of  a  belt  of 
timher  ii  at  onoe  apparent  to  all  who 
have  raised  wheat  in  such  situations.  A 
farmer  of  our  acquaintance  ha*  a  field 
very  favorably  situated,  with  thick  forest 
on  the  north  and  west,  and  it  always 
gives  a  good  crop  of  wheat,  compared 
with  other  fields  in  the  same  locality. 
The  same  thing  ha*  been  noted  in  hun¬ 
dreds  of  other  instances.  Even  hedge¬ 
row*  of  osage  orange  or  white  willow,  or 
loenst,  have  changed  the  character  of 
fields  so  that  with  proper  culture  a  crop 
of  wheat  from  tjiem  has  beoome  a  matter 
of  reasonable  expectation,  whenever  it  is 
required.  These  timber  belts  or  hedge¬ 
rows  prevent  the  .winds  from  sweeping 
over  with  full  foroe  and  drifting  off  the 
anow,  which  is  the  beat  covering  a  crop 
can  have. 

Bat  the  timber  is  gone  and  hedge¬ 
rows  must  be  planted  and  have  time  to 
grow  before  they  oan  help  us.  Some 
other  protection  must  be  afforded,  if  we 
desire  to  prevent  winter  killing.  The 
only  method  applicable  to  all  cases  is 
molcuing  with  manure  or  straw.  This 
has  been  tested  with  such  invariably  ex¬ 
cellent  results,  that  there  is  no  question 
about  it*  practical  utility.  The  first 
field  we  ever  saw  treated  in  this  wav  was 
one  so  sitaaied  that  the  snow  was  always 
drifted  from  the  most  of  it.  Knowing 
this  fael,  the  owner  gave  a  coat  of  coarse, 
strawy  manure  to  the  most  exposed  parts 
late  in  tlto  fall.  The  winter  was  a  severe 
one,  andlhe  result  was  that  the  mulshed 
part  produced  much  the  best  crop,  al¬ 
though  naturally  the  poorest  soil.  The 
manure  and  straw  not  only  furnish  pro¬ 
tection  in  themselvee,  but  they  catch 
snd  hold  tho  snow,  preventing  it  from 
all  drifting  away.  The  fertilizing  ob¬ 
jects  are  no  less  important,  but  as  our 
subject  is  protection,  we  will  not  more 
than  refer  to  it.  Where  manure  cannot 
be  furnished,  straw  alone  can  be  naed. 
A  few  inches  of  straw  will  be  sufficient, 
and  it  is  easily  and  quickly  applied. 
Of  oourse  this  method  is  not  practical  in 
the  case  of  extensive  crops,  but  for  the 
■mall  breadth  sown  by  the  average  farmer 
it  is  eminently  so. — Ohio  Farmer. 

New  and  ilnwd  Recipe*. 

Veal  fob  Bukakfast. — Take  a  round 
earthen  dish  and  put  in  it  a  layer  of 
brean  crumbs.  Over  these  put  spots  5f 
butter.  Then  a  layer  of  minced  cold 
veal,  with  salt  and  pepper;  then  more 
crumbs,  butter,  veal,  salt  and  pepper. 
When  the  dish  is  full,  with  a  layer  of 
ornmbs  for  the  tops  pour  over  it  an  egg, 
beateti  well,  and  mixed  in  half  a  enp  of 
milk.  If  you  have  gravy  it  is  better 
than  milk.  Bake  until  brown. 

A  Nica  Dish  of  Rios. — Boil  aleacnp- 
ful  of  rice  till  quite  soft;  sweeten  with 
powdered  sugar,  and  pile  up  on  a  dish; 
spot  it  with  square  lumps  of  jelly ;  beat 
the  whites  of  five  eggs  with  a  little 
sugar,  and  flavor  with  vanilla;  pour  it 
over  the  rice. 

Picxlbd  Qnscxs. — Pare  and  quarter; 
to  every  ten  pounds  add  three  pounds  of 
brown  sugar,  one  pint  vinegar,  one 
ounoe  gloves,  one  ounce  cinnamon;  boil 
till  tender. 

Appna  Water  fob  Invalids. — Slices 
of  apple*  pnt  into  hot  water,  with  a  lit¬ 
tle  sugar,  make  a  pleasant  drink. 

Cottaob  Pcddino. — Two  eggs,  one 
cup  of  sweet  milk,  one  pint  of  flour,  one 
cup  of  sugar,  two  tableepooufuls  of  but¬ 
ter,  half  teaspoon ful  of  soda,  one  tea¬ 
spoonful  of  cream  of  tartar,  nutmeg; 
bake  in  a  square  tin  abont  thirty  min¬ 
utes;  eat  hot 

Saccb  fob  Pudding. — One  pint  of 
milk,  two  eggs,  half  cup  of  sugar,  one 
tablespoonful  of  oorn  starch;  flavor  with 
lemon  or  vanilla. 

Johnny -Oaks. — Two  cups  of  sour 
milk,  one  egg,  two  tablespoon/ ills  of 
sugar,  two  tablespoonfuls  of  melted 
lard,  two  cups  of  meal,  one  cup  of  flour, 
one  and  one-half  teaspoonfuls  of  soda, 
salt. 

Home  Soda  Watbb. — Pour  three 
piute  of  boiling  water  on  three  pounds 
of  white  sugar  and  allow  it  to  stand  until 
cooL  Then  add  the  whites  of  three 
eggs  well  beaten,  two  ounces  of  tartaric 
acid,  and  one  ounce  essence  of  winter- 
green.  Take  twq  tablespoonfuls  of  this 
liquid  in  a  tumbler  and  fill  it  two-thirds 
fall  of  water,  then  add  one-half  a  tea¬ 
spoonful  of  carbonate  of  soda,  and  stir 
it  up  until  it  foams.

To  make  a  handv  snow  shovel,  take  a 
light,  tough,  half  inch  board,  twenty 
inches  long  and  a  foot  wide.  Sharpen 
one  end,  and  over  it  rivet  a  strip  of  thin 
sheet  iron,  bent  sharp  to  fit  the  edge; 
this  forms  the  cutting  edge.  Across  the 
other  end  nail  firmly  a  pieoe  an  inch 
thiok,  five  inches  wide,  and  long  enough 
10  extend  across  the  shovel  board.  Bore 
an  inch  hole  through  this,  slanting 
downward  and  forward,  so  that  the 
handle  when  passed  through  the  hole 
will  strike  the  board  three  or  four  inches 
in  front  of  the  cross  piece.  Bevel  the 
end  of  the  handle  to  fit  the  shovel  board, 
and  fasten  it  with  a  staple.  The  handle 
should  be  long  enough  to  work  without 
stooping,  and  the  whole  thing  should  be 
as  light  as  possible.

As  I  went  up  the  new  Maasa  road  the 
other  day  I  met  a  ragged,  stout  and 
rather  dirty  woman,  with  a  large  shallow 
basket  on  her  head.  In  it  lav  her  hus¬ 
band,  a  large  man,  though,  I  think,  a 
little  abbreviated  as  to  his  legs.  The 
woman  asked  alms.  Talk  of  Diogenes 
in  his  tub  !  How  must  the  world  look 
to  a  man  in  a  basket,  riding  abont  on  his 
wife’s  head  f  She  put  him  down  beside 
the  road,  in  the  sun,  and  almost  in  dan¬ 
ger  of  passing  vehicles.

While  we  are  in  all  parts  of  the  United 
States  preparing  to  celebrate  the  cen- 
'  teonial  of  American  independence,  it 
will  be  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  principal 
battles  by  which  that  independence  was 
achieved.  The  battles  began  April  19, 
1775.  They  closed  Oct  19.  1781— six 
years  and  six  months.  The  British  sent 
134,000  soldiers  and  sailors  to  the  war. 
The  ooloM^  met  them  with  230,000 
continentals  and  50,000  militia.  The 
British  employed  Indians  and  Hessians. 
The  colonies  had  for  their  allies  the 
Frenchmen.  The  leading  battles  of  the 
war — those  particularly  worthy  of  oele- 
bration — are  Concord  and  Lexington, 
Banker  Hill,  Long  Island,  White  Plains, 
Trenton,  Princeton,  Bennington,  Sara¬ 
toga,  Monmouth.  King’s  mountain, Cow 
pens,  Eutaw  Spring*,  Yorktowu.  These 
are  of  national  interest.  Many  of  the 
other*  are  especially  local.  The  disponi 
tion  i*  to  oelebrate  them  also — victories 
and  defeat* — to  recall  the  deeds  of  om 
ancestors,  and  have  a  good  time  gener¬ 
ally.  Our  readers  will  do  well  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  following  list  of  revolutionary 
battles :

Uslor  Newspapers  as  Cat  spawn. 

The  New  York  Herald  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  well-timed  remarks  on  a  subject 
interesting  to  all  publisher*  of  news¬ 
papers  ; 

One  of  the  commonest  incident*  of 
newspaper  life  is  the  receipt  of  i  om- 
munication*  urging  the  editor  to  make 
attacks  for  which  the  writer  who 
prompt*  them  is  unwilling  to  be  respon¬ 
sible.  We  are  always  glad  to  receive 
information  or  statements  of  fact  from 
any  authentic  source,  but  we  cannot  con¬ 
sent  to  be  the  instrument  of  assaults  on 
public  or  private  persons  to  gratify  the 
malice  or  hostility  of  people  who  shrink 
from  the  responsibility  of  their  own  acts 
and  try  to  shelter  themselves  behind  our 
columns.  Every  man  who  is  publicly 
attacked  has  a  right  to  know  who  are 
his  accusers.  When  facts  are  privately 
submitted  to  us  in  the  expectation  that 
we  will  employ  our  own  judgment  as  to 
the  use  to  be  made  of  them,  we  treat 
them  as  matters  of  confidence,  and 
would  never  think  of  exposing  the 
writer.  If  we  think  fit  to  make  them 
grounds  of  criticism  or  assault  on  indi¬ 
viduals  the  responsibility  is  entirely 
ours  in  courts  of  justice  and  the  oourt 
of  public  opinion.  Bnt  when,  instead  of 
communicating  facts  foi  us  to  judge  of 
and  use,  a  writer  prepares  articles  for 
ns  to  publish  and  expects  us  to  make  at¬ 
tacks  on  individuals  and  Bhield  him  from 
consequences,  he  asks  more  than  we  are 
willing  to  grant.  He  should  have  cour¬ 
age  enough  to  expose  his  own  name  and 
back  up  his  own  quarrel. 

Pauperism. 

An  exchange,  referring  to  the  growth 
of  the  panper  population,  deplores  the 
state  of  affairs  that  necessitates  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  soup  houses  and  the 
meeting  of  'public  bodies  to  legislate 
upon  the  abatement  of  the  tramp  nui¬ 
sance.  The  editor  says: 

It  would  be  too  hard  to  say  one  word 
against  charity  in  times  like  these,  and 
we  do  not  mean  to  say  it.  Something 
we  owe  to  ourselves,  especially  the  recol¬ 
lection  that  Heaven  loves  the  cheerful 
giver;  and  even  careless  giving  is  a 
pleasing  form  of  self-indulgence.  But 
a  great,  permanent  public  system  of 
giving  is  another  matter.  A  community 
like  oure  must  relieve  the  poor,  partly 
because  it  is  a  Christian  community,  and 
partly  because  the  constant  presence  of 
distress  would  be  intolerable;  but  the 
nearer  we  can  keep  to  the  role  that  those 
who  can  work  and  will  not  work,  when 
work  is  provided,  shall  not  eat,  the  less 
likely  we  shall  be  to  have  chronic  pau¬ 
perism  to  contend  with  in  the  future. 
The  truth  it,  the  American  people,  hav¬ 
ing  never  had  any  occasion  to  study  and 
investigate  this  subject,  possess  no  fixed 
ideas  about  it,  while  in  every  other 
country  melancholy  necessity  has  re¬ 
duced  it  to  something  like  a  science. 
Sooner  or  later,  we  shall  be  compelled 
to  do  the  same  thing,  and  now  is  a 
good  time  to  give  the  problem  a  little 
thought. 

The  Colony  of  Liberia. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  of  the 
American  colonization  society,  the  re¬ 
port  just  issued  says,  there  have  been 
sent  to  Liberia  twenty-three  immigrants. 
The  annual  expedition  had  been  dis¬ 
patched  by  the  bark  Liberia  from  New 
York,  January  13,  1876,  containing, 
among  others,  two  lioensed  ministers  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  who 
expected  to  enter  the  Liberian  annnoi 
conference.  For  the  last  fifty-five  years 
immigration  to  Liberia  had  been  unin¬ 
terrupted.  Those  now  reported  make 
the  number  ooloaiaed  since  the  war 
3,110,  and  a  total  number  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  15,098,  exclusive  of  5,725  re¬ 
captured  Africans  whom  they  have  in¬ 
duced  and  enabled  the  government  of 
the  United  States  to  settle  in  Liberia, 
making  a  grand  total  of  20,823  persons 
to  whom  the  society  had  given  homes  in 
Africa*  Several  thousand  persons  are 
at  the  present  time  earnestly  soliciting 
passage,  and  other  thousands  might  bo 
colonized  daring  the  current  year  should 
means  be  provided  fer  the  purpoee.

Might  hare  been  Wealthy. 

If  in  A.  D.  1,  reader,  you  had  put  one 
oent  out  at  compound  interest,  it  would 
os  we  all  know,  have  doubled  at  the  end 
of  twelve  years.  At  the  end  of  twenty- 
six  years  it  would,  have  been  four  cents 
—of  thirty -six  years,  eight  cents.  Now, 
continuing  this  process,  we  find  that  in 
121)  je are  any  sum  put  out  at  compound 
interest  will  have  increased  1,000  fold, 
or  the  one  oent  have  become  $10.  In 
120  years  more,  or  A.  D.  240,  the  $10 
increasing  1,000  fold  would  have  equaled 
$10,000.  Then,  for  every  120  years  we 
most  add  three  ciphers,  or,  say  in  the 
year  600,  A.  D.,  $he  sum  would  be  ten 
millions  taken  one  million  times,  or 
enough  to  give  every  one  of  our  40,000,- 
000  inhabitants  a  fortune  of  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars  each.  The  increase 
now  becomes  stupendous,  and  to  handle 
it  at  all  we  must  take  the  value  iu  pounds 
weight,  and  Anally  cubic  feet  of  gold. 
Gold  is  worth  in  round  numbers  $200  a 
pound.  There  are  about  twenty  pounds 
of  gold  to  every  pound  of  water  in  a 
cubic  foot.  A  cubic  foot  of  water  weighs 
sixty-five  pounds,  about;  gold  oonse- 
qaentlyl.300  pounds  per  foot,  valued  at 
8200,000 — say  one-quarter  of  a  million 
dollars,  or  to  the  million  dollars  go  feur 
cubic  feet  of  gold.  At  the  end  of  six 
hundred  years,  then,  we  should  have 
from  one  oent  in  the  beginning  40,000,- 
000  feet  of  solid  gold.  Continuing  this 
process,  we  must  soon  use  cubic  miles 
as  our  unit,  and,  finally,  we  reach  the 
stupendous  result  that  in  the  year  1900, 
A.  D.,  one  oent  pnt  oat  at  compound  in¬ 
terest  would  have  increased  to  a  sphere 
of  gold  whose  center  being  placed  at 
the  oenter  of  the  sun  would  extend  be¬ 
yond  the  path  of  the  earth  around  that 
body,  m  all  directions,  and  necessarily 
as  far  above  and  below  the  plane  of  the 
earth's  revolution.  If  you  had  not 
neglected  the  oent  you  would  have  been 
comparatively  well  off  to-day.

Mr.  Dorsey  (Rep.),  of  Arkansas,  eabmitted  a 
resolution  instructing  the  committee  ou  poet- 
offices  and  poet  roads  to  iuqaire  and  report 
whether  the  restoration  of  tbe  franking  privi¬ 
lege  woald  increase  the  cost  of  mail  (service, 
and  to  what  extent,  aud  if  it  is  expedient  to 
restore  the  same.

Mr.  Banks  (Ind.),  of  Massachusetts,  in¬ 
troduced  a  bill  for  the  removal  of  all  political 
disabilities,  the  bill  to  take  the  place  of  the 
one  just  defeated  in  the  House. 

Mr.  Jenk*  (Dem.),  of  Pennsylvania,  intro¬ 
duced  a  bill  to  reduoe  the  salaries  of  all  execu¬ 
tive  and  legislative  offices  of  the  government, 
except  the  army  and  navy,  under  91,590, 
twenty  per  cent.,  and  to  fix  the  salary  of  tho 
President  at  925.000. 

Mr.  Hurd  (Dem.),  of  Ohio — To  restore  to 
gold  and  silver  their  monetary  use  in  the 
United  States  from  and  after  January,  1877, 
and  to  repeal  the  act  for  the  resumption  of 
specie  payment 

Mr.  O'Brien  (Dem.),  of  Marylaud,  intro¬ 
duced  a  joint  resolution  proposing  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Constitution  : 

That  no  State  shall  make  any  law  respecting 
an  establishment  of  religion  or  prohibiting 
the  free  exercise  thereof,  and  no  miniateror 
preaoher  of  the  gospel  or  any  religious  creed 
or  denomination  shall  bold  any  office  of  trust 
or  emolsment  under  the  United  States  or 
under  any  State,  nor  shall  any  religious  test 
be  required  as  a  qualification  for  any  offioe  or 
publio  trust  in  auy  State,  or  under  tbe  United 
States. 

See.  2.  No  money  reoeived  by  taxation  in 
any  State  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  or 
derived  from  any  public  lands  devoted  thereto, 
shall  ever  be  under  the  control  of  auy  religious 
sect. 

Mr.  White  (Rep.),  of  Kentucky,  moved  to 
suspend  the  rules  an  bring  tbe  House  to  a 
vote  on  tho  Amnesty  bill  introduced  by  him 
aud  from  tbe  benefits  ot  which  Jefferson  Davis 
is  exoluded,  aud  also  to  vote  on.au  amendment 
striking  out  that  exception.  The  motion  was 
lost  by  a  vote  of  165  yeas  to  110  nays. 

Mr.  Holman  (Dem  ),  of  Indiana,  moved  to 
suspend  the  rules  and  adopt  a  resolution  de- 
|  olaring  ituuwiaeand  iuexoedient  at  this  time 
|  that  a  specific  and  arbitrary  period  should  be 
prescribed  by  law  at  which  the  legal  tcuder 
I  notes  of  the  United  States  should  be  paid  in 
[  com  by  the  secretary  of  the  tre&soiy,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  sol  entitled  •*  An  act  to  provide 
for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,”  ap 
p.oved  January,  1375,  ought  to  "bo  repealed, 
aud  instructing  the  commiiteo  on  banking  and 
currency  at  as  early  a  period  as  practicable  to 
report  to  the  House  a  bill  for  that  purpoee. 
The  rules  were  not  suspended— yeas  112,  nays 
158. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hopkins  (Dem.),  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  chairman  of  the  oommitiee  on  tbe 
Centennial  celebration,  the  Home,  at  four 
o'clock,  wont  into  the  committee  of  the  whole, 
Mr.  Wood  (Dem.),  of  New  York,  in  the  chair, 

I  on  the  hill  -appropriating  $1  500,000  for  that 
purpose.  Tho  bill  provides  that  the  amount 
shall  be  paid  on  the  drafie  of  tbn  treasurer  of 
the  Centennial  board  of  finance,  one-third 
immediately  after  .the  passage  of  he  act,  and 
the  remainder  In  fdhr  equal  monthly  payments, 
provided  that  ill  tho  distribution  of  any 
moneys  that  may  remain  iu  tbe  treasury  of  the 
Centennial  board  of  fiua  ce  after  the  payment 
of  its  debts,  this  appropriation  shall  share 
equally  with  the  holders  of  Centennial  stojk, 
and  a  like  precontage  thereof  shall  be  paid 
to  the  United  States  as  to  the  stockholders ; 
but  the  United  States  government  shall  under 
no  eircumstacce  be  liable  to  any  debt  or  obit* 
g&tion  of  tbe  Centennial  commissioners,  or 
orfit  any  addionai  payment. 

Mr.  Kuott  (Dem  ),  of  Kentucky,  from  the 
judiciary  committee,  reported  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  constitution  as  follows: 
“  No  person  who  has  held  or  may  hereafter 
hold  tho  office  of  President  shall  ever  again  be 
eligible  to  said  office.  Mr.  Frye  (Rep.),  of 
Maine,  on  behalf  of  the  minority  of  tho  com¬ 
mittee,  gave  notice  that  he  would  offer  a  sub¬ 
stitute. 

Mr.  Ashe  (Dem  ),  of  North  Carolina,  report¬ 
ed  a  bill  to  amend  the  revised  statutes  iu  rela¬ 
tion  to  naturalization.  It  provides  that  a 
declaration  to  become  a  citizen  of  tbe  United 
States  may  be  mode  before  a  clerk  of  a  court, 
and  snoh  declarations  heretofore  made  ore  de¬ 
clared  legal  and  valid.  He  explained  that  tbe 
object  of  the  bill  was  simply  to  restore  tbe  law 
to  what  it  had  been  before  tbe  printing  of  the 
revised  statutes,  in  which  the  word  “clerk” 
bad  been  accidentally  omitted.  Tbe  bill  was 
passed. 

Bills  were  introduced  to  restore  to  the  pen¬ 
sion  rolls  tbe  names  of  pensioners  which  were 
struck  off  for  disloyalty.  Providing  that  half 
of  the  duties  on  imports  shall  be  collected  in 
lawful  money.  Also  declaring  Uoi  ed  States 
bonds  to  be  payable  according  to  the  proper 
legal  construction  of  the  laws  under  which 
they  were  issued.  To  fix  the  legal  rates  of  in¬ 
terest  on  national  money  throughout  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  at  uot  exceeding  six  per  oent.  Fix¬ 
ing  the  pay  of  members  of  Congress  at  93,600, 
and  no  allowances.  Fixing  tho  pay  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress  at  94,000,  with  mileage  at  ten 
cents  per  mile.  For  the  payment  of  a  portion 
of  the  import  duties  in  legal  tender  notes.  To 
repeal  the  tax  oa  bank  deposits,  To  reduoe 
the  interest  bearing  public  debt,  provide  for  a 
uniform  currency,  limit  the  amount  thereof, 
and  make  it  equal  in  value  to  apecie.  Also  to 
invite  a  joint  convention  of  all  civilized  nations 
for  the  purpose  o(  establishing  a  uniform  ays, 
tem  of  weights  »ud  measures  and  coinage 
throughout  the  civilized  world. 

Mr.  Waddell  (Dem.).  of  North  Carolina, 
from  the  post-office  committee,  reported  back 
adversely  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Eames,  of 
Rhode  Island,  to  redace  the  postage  on  first- 
class  mail  matter  to  one  cent  for  each  half 
ounce.  Laid  on  the  table. 

During  the  discussion  on  the  Centennial  ap¬ 
propriation,  Mr.  Townsend  (Rep.),  of  New 
York,  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill.  He  said  if 
there  ever  had  been  a  nation  that  had  reason 
to  be  proad  or  its  achievements,  it  was  tbe 
merican  nation.  It  hod  just  expended  95,- 
009,000,000  to  render  it  certain  that  the  nation 
should  exist,  and  had  sacrificed  500,000  lives 
that  the  nation  might  have  a  Centennial. 

Mr.  Steoger  (Dam.).  of  Pennsylvania,  Bpoke 
in  opposition  to  ths  bill.  He  said  that  to  doubt 
the  existence  of  a  constitutional  power  decided 
the  question  with  him.  He  opposed  the  bill 
on  constitutional  grounds.  Messrs.  Felton 

2)emA  of  Georgia,  and  Cook  (Dem.),  of 
eorgia,  opposed  ihe  bill,  and  Mr.  Banks 
(Ind.),  of  Massachusetts,  spoke  strongly  in 
favor  of  it.  He  admitted  that  It  had  been  a 
venturesome  step  for  the  United  States  gov¬ 
ernment  to  ask  other  nations  to  assist  in  this 
great  celebration ;  bat  ooald  Congress  and  the 
Prfibident  invite  thirty-eight  sovereign  8tates 
to  come  here  ts  oelebrate  that  anniversary  and 
Congress  not  have  a  right  to  grout  one  dollar 
or  one  dime  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  en¬ 
tertainment  ? 

The  proposition  to  vote  the  sum  of  91,500,- 
000  for  the  Centennial,  attracted  much  atten¬ 
tion  in  tbe  House.  Speeches  were  made  in 
favor  of  and  against  the  bill  by  a  Urge  number 
of  members.  Mr.  Lawrence  (Rep  ),  of  Ohio, 
said  that  the  appropriation  would  be  worth 
many  times  over  91.500,000;  and  would  be  a 
good  investment  and  bring  back  more  than  it 
cost  The  government  might  save  91,500.000 
by  refusing  the  appropriation,  bat  it  might 
lose  9100.000,000  by  doing  so.  Mr.  Banda!! 
(Dem  ),  of  Pennsyivoiiia.  gave  an  indignant 
contradiction  to  the  statement  In  a  letter  reU- 
tive  to  the  character  of  the  Centennial  offioe rr, 
and  said  that  sparer  set  of  men  than  the 
members  of  the  Centennial  board  never  man¬ 
aged  any  enterprise.  Mr.  Kelley  (Hep.),  of 
Pennsylvania.— And  i  aay  amen  to  every  word 
my  colleague  has  said.

Tbe  money  is  to  be  paid  to  any  citizen 
of  Wisconsin,  who  shall  invent  and,  after 
five  years’  continued  trial  and  nse,  shall 
produce  a  machine  propelled  by  steam 
or  other  motive  agent,  the  object  of 
which  is  a  substitute  for  the  use  of  horses 
or  other  animals  on  the  highways  or 
farm. 

The  said  locomotive  most  be  of  snoh 
construction  and  width  as  to  conform 
Vith  or  run  in  the  ordinary  track  of  the 
common  wagon  or  buggy  now  in  use, 
and  be  able  to  run  backward  or  turn  out 
of  the  road  to  accommodate  other  vehi¬ 
cles  in  passing,  and  be  able  to  ascend  or 
descend  a  grade  of  at  least  two  hundred 
feet  to  the  mile.
